Lilienthal Must Be Surprised 
David E Lilienthal us, after all, Just another H ar­ 
vard lawyer who Joined the m arch on W ashington in 
1933. The fact he is still with the government, after 
mast of his earlier companions have departed, does 
not m ake him indispensable. 
Aside from the controversy that is swirling around 
his appointm ent to head the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion is the m atter of Mr. Lilienthal, himself. He m ust 
be surprised by the number and vehemence of his 
friends, as w’ell as of his critics. 
His friends have discovered suddenly Unit the fate 
of mankind rests in his hands. Among them are some 
who scarcely knew he existed until it fell to his lot to 
become the storm center of one of the greatest argu­ 
ments of modern times. 
The argum ent is w hether control of the sources of 
Industrial power—fuel, water, power, m onetary capital, 
manpower, transportation, etc.—shall be exercised' by 
government under a system of state socialism, or by 
Individuals and corporations under a system of private 
enterprise. 
Mr. Lilienthal took his position in this argum ent 
early He is an advocate of state socialism; TV A, of 
which he became the successful and respected chair­ 
man, Is a direct application of state socialism When 
he was appointee! by President Trum an to lead the 
Atomic Energy Commission, he autom atically beenme 
an Issue W hatever may be said by those who would 
like to think they have won the battle to confine pri­ 
vate enterprise to certain lim ited areas of trade, the 
battle is still In progress. 
Mr Lilienthal is in the thick of it. Atomic energy is 
in the thick of it. The United States is in the thick of 
it. W ith all due respect to Mr. Lilienthal. who Is one 
of the ablest adm inistrators turned up by the trial and 
error of the New Deal, he Is only a symbol in this fight, 
not an indispensable personality.

Efforts Spurred 


Efforts will hav e to be redoubled 
this year to prev ent fires. Fire Chief 
Vincent Malloy said todR.v . stating 
the nation's tire losses totaled more 
than $450.000,0-00 
last 
year, 
the 
highest in history. 
"We hav e an accidental fire in 
| this country ev ery m inute of the 
! night and cay Fire damage costs 
; us nearly $1.000 a minute. Tills 
; terrible record m ust be cut down 
j in 19 47," he said. 
"More than 10.000 acres of ttm - 
i bcr land v u re destroyed by forest 
I fires," Malloy added. "This record 
| is so bad that President Trum an 
j has called a National Fire Prev en- 
j ticn conference in May to find new 
! ways to fight the fire menace " 
Malloy urges the people of Salem 
to tak e steps now to prev ent ac­ 
cidental fires. “Mak e sure there is 
no rubbish in your cellar, and check 
your electrical appliances for frayed 
wires.” he warned. "Be certain your 
cigarettes and m atches are out when 
you discard them. Careless smok ing 
was the biggest cause of fires last 
year." 
He urges housewiv es to be more 
careful with boiling pots or grease 
in the k itchen to av oid k itchen 
fires. "Mak e certain the family fire 
extinguisher is in work ing order," 
he continued, pointing 
out 
that 
nearly 60 percent of accidental fires 
last year were put out with fire 
extinguishers. 
“Your fire departm ent will gladly | 
send a fireman to inspect your home 


or factory for fire hazards,’ the 
chief said. "Ev eryone m ust be ex­ 
tremely careful If we are to pre­ 
v ent accidental fires from tak ing 
another tremendous toll in 19 47.”
